He sold they take such magazines whore could he seen 
the prices. So I think that you aro right when you stop sending me the 
magazines. It Is a pity for I did not see any US magazine since 1948. 


2. M I think I quite understand you as far as ycur cownont on my optimism or 

pessimism Is concerned, hut, I am afraid, you do not understand me. X met a 
lot of people both from the UK and the US who could not understand many things 
that were going on here, hut that all comes from the way of living and educa- 
tion of the people. You see, it Is hard to he full of optimism, to have 
ambitions and what else, when you do not know what will ho with you today. I 
remember many Americans in the last war did not believe there could ho concen- 
tration camps and that such things that were going on in them could be possible, 
hut when thoy came to Dachau and other camps they saw they were mistaken, and 
what they saw then was only a part of the things that happened before thoy came. 
If I could tell you all I know you would understand me better then.
